Naked attacker caught by public

A WESTCLIFF man has been 
jailed for 15 years after pleading 
guilty to the attempted rape of a 
child. 

Gary Taylor, 51, of Electric 
Avenue, was sentenced at Wood 
Green Crown Court on Friday, 
November 2 and placed on the Sex 
Offenders’ Register for life. 

At the same London court in 
September he admitted charges of 
the attempted rape of a child and 
trespass with the intent to commit 
a sexual assault. 

The court heard that on Monday, 


August 27 Taylor was visiting 
a friend who lived in the same 
shared residential premises as the 
victim in Haringey. 

Taylor was seen on CCTV 
standing naked at the door of his 
friend’s address, while watching 
the child’s father attempt to use 
the shared bathroom. 

Once the bathroom was free and 
the father went to use it, Taylor 
moved off camera and towards the 
victim’s flat. 

He entered and tried to sexually 
assault the child, who was aged 
under 13. 

The Met Police said Taylor also 
assaulted the victim’s mother. 

The child’s father then returned 


to the flat and attempted to rugby 
tackle Taylor. 

Taylor jumped out of the window 
and ran naked down the street. 

He was apprehended by 
members of the public and police 
were called. 

Taylor was taken to hospital for 
an assessment of minor injuries he 
received while being apprehended. 

He was found to have been 
experiencing the effects of a 
class A drug and alcohol while he 
committed the offence. Following 
his release from hospital he was 
charged the following day and 
remanded into custody. 

Detective Inspector Jimi Tele, 
who led the investigation, said: 


“This was a despicable crime 
committed against an innocent 
child; the child and their 
parents should never have had 
to experience this, and the fact 
Taylor was under the influence 
of drugs and alcohol is no excuse. 

“I want to thank the family for 
their bravery in working with 
police to ensure Taylor was held 
accountable for his actions. 

“I hope that his sentence 
provides them with some comfort 
and enables them to move on with 
their lives. 

“I would also like to commend 
and thank those members of the 
public who apprehended Taylor 
until police arrived.” 


Shamed solicitor plans appeal from 


A SOLICITOR jailed for sexually 
abusing children is planning to overturn 
his conviction. 

Glen Bartlett, 61, formerly of Downhall 
Park Way, Rayleigh, was sentenced to 20 
years in prison for the historic abuse of 
two boys. 

Bartlett specialised in criminal and 
motoring offences after becoming a 
solicitor in 1981. 

A jury convicted him of 10 counts of 
buggery against one boy and two counts 
of indecently assaulting another. 

In December last year, he was sentenced 


to 20 years, plus an extended licence 
period of a year. 

His planned appeal was revealed in a 
judgement by a Solicitors Disciplinary 
Tribunal, which has barred him from 
practising. 

The offences began in the late 1970s 
and continued into the 1980s. 

The judgement said: “The respondent 
accepted that he was not in a position 
to dispute the allegations before this 
tribunal. 

“However, he maintained that he was 
not guilty of the criminal offences of 


which he had been convicted. 

“The respondent stated that he was 
endeavouring to mount possible grounds 
of appeal against the conviction but that 
these were at an early stage and could take 
some considerable time. The respondent 
did not state what the grounds would be.” 

Bartlett also submitted a number of 
character references to the tribunal. 

In addition to striking him off, the 
panel ordered Bartlett, who continued to 
maintain a property and had considerable 
assets of £983,665, to pay £3,132.35 
towards the costs of the tribunal.

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Give to charity not beggars

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
calling on people to stop giving 
money to beggars and instead give to 
homelessness charities in Southend. 

It has been created by a partnership 
involving Southend Council, 
Essex Police, Southend Business 
Improvement District and charities 
such as HARP. 

A council spokesman said the 
campaign had two main aims; one 
was encourage people to stop donating 
change to beggars and consider giving 
to charities instead. 

The second calls on people to alert 
the council to rough sleepers through 
Streetlink, a website that notifies local 
services. 

Cllr Tony Cox said giving change 
to beggars can “enable and even 
encourage life on the streets”. 

Deputy council leader James 
Courtenay added: “This campaign is 
not about telling people what not to 
do, but it does ask people to consider 
making a change to how they give. 

“By supporting local homelessness 
charities people can contribute to 
supporting someone get off the streets 
for good.” 

The campaign, called Make a 
Change, will have a website and there 
will be posters, public information 
vans and leaflets displayed in the High 


Street and surrounding areas. 

It comes after a High Street summit, 
held in September, which led to an 
action plan to combat issues such as 
rough sleeping, aggressive begging 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “We also hope 
the campaign discourages aggressive 
begging, a key action from the High 


Street summit and a current issue in 
the local area. 

“Aggressive begging is intimidating 
and unwanted and has a detrimental 
impact upon our local community and 
needs to be deterred.” 

HARP chief executive Jackie Bliss 
said it was great to see “common 
misconceptions” around rough 


sleeping and begging being tackled. 

“This extra support in promoting 
all of the amazing services that are 
available in the town, including 
HARP’s, is most welcome. 

“Ultimately, if more people engage 
with services, more people, be they 
homeless or not, will overcome their 
issues to live healthy, positive lives.”

November 10 before being moved 
to The Cliffs Pavilion ahead of an 
Armistice Day concert. 

Dawn Jeakings, centre manager, 
said: “As a garrison town, Southend 
played its part in the war effort, 
so it is wonderful that the Royals 
can present this fantastic display and 
commemorate the Armistice.”

Two jailed for 
manslaughter 


TWO men have been jailed for the 
death of a man after an alleged robbery. 

Tim Smith and his wife had spent 
the evening in a Hullbridge pub with a 
family they knew. 

The four adults and 14-year-old girl 
drove back to the other family’s home 
in The Drive to find Andrew Me Vicar 
and Colin Garrod waiting for them. 

The pair, armed with what appeared 
to be a gun, demanded they get inside 
the bungalow. As the victims went 
inside, one of the men pushed Mr 
Smith in the back. He fell and hit his 
head on a low brick wall. They spoke 
to the homeowner and left with a hold- 
all which was said to contain £50,000. 

Before they left, they hauled Mr 
Smith into the hallway. He had suffered 
a catastrophic brain injury and never 
regained consciousness. 

He died in hospital a day later, on 
March 20, 2017. 

Garrod, Me Vicar and one of their 
associates, Jamie Cabom, were later 
arrested. Me Vicar, 35, formerly of 


Dewsgreen, Basildon, and Garrod, 
51, formerly of Crowborough Road, 
Southend, were charged with the 
manslaughter of Mr Smith, affray and 
possession of an imitation firearm. 

They denied the charges but at a 
trial at Basildon Crown Court were 
found guilty on October 24. Both 
admitted possessing criminal property 
in December and January this year. 

Caborn, 29, was charged with 
possession of criminal property, which 
he admitted at Basildon Crown Court 
on January 22. 

On Friday, November 2, Garrod and 
Me Vicar were given a life sentence 
with 12 years in prison and a minimum 
of six years to be served before being 
eligible for parole. 

Cabom was sentenced to an 18-month 
suspended prison sentence and 150 
hours of unpaid work. 

Police recovered £34,000 from 
all three and an application for a 
confiscation order will be made under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act.

The first thing that 
comes to my mind is 
Stephen Lawrence, who was 
murdered in a racially moti¬ 
vated attack while waiting 
for a bus in 1993. 

But times are changing 
and suddenly there are 
calls for misogyny (although 
strangely no mention of 
misandry, which should tell 
you who is actually behind 
this) to be labelled as a hate 
crime with things said and 
even wolf whistling coming 
under the misogyny blanket. 

The definition of a hate 
crime is a crime motivated by 
racial, sexual, or other prej¬ 
udice, typically involving vio¬ 
lence. That’s relatively easy 
to understand and straight¬ 
forward enough for the 
police to be able to act upon, 
even if proving motivation 
may not always be simple. 

Yet the new snowflake 
generation, which appears 
to see all men as potentially 
“the enemy” now expects an 
already overstretched police 
force to investigate blokey 
banter and verbal hostility. 

National Police Chiefs’ 
Council chairwoman Sara 
Thornton and Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner 
Cressida Dick have both 
quite rightly said that forc¬ 
es must prioritise violent 
crimes such as drug gangs 
fighting turf wars on the 
streets of our towns and cit¬ 


ies across the country, rath¬ 
er than investigating some 
guy who said something you 
took exception to. 

I would much rather have 
guns and knives off the 
streets than an obnoxious 
potty mouth with delusions 
of adequacy. 

It’s a ridiculous situation 
which has only really come 
about since the Harvey 
Weinstein case and the 
dawn of the #MeToo move¬ 
ment, which instead of con¬ 
centrating on supporting 
women who have genuine¬ 
ly been subjected to sexual 
assaults or rape, seems to 
have taken it upon itself to 
declare a full scale gender 
war in which any innocuous 
comment by a man or even 
actions from decades past 
that only now are consid¬ 
ered socially unacceptable 
can result in reputations 
being destroyed. 

We’re not all Weinsteins 
and Spaceys, you know, and 
this political correctness 
gone mad is a far far stretch 
from a bunch of thugs 
stabbing a lad to death at a 
bus stop in Eltham. 

That’s a real hate crime, not 
hurting someone’s feelings. 

Religious groups have also 
been quick to jump on the 
bandwagon, accusing free 
thinkers of racism purely on 
the basis of them not want¬ 
ing Sharia law to be applied 
in the UK or for thinking that 


gunships blasting women 
and children in the West 
Bank is not a proportional 
response in any reasonable 
thinking person’s book. 

If we don’t stand up to these 
pc extremists, our right to 
free speech could be quickly 
eroded away. Even comedy 
would be sanitised by the 
professionally outraged. 

But freedom of expression 
does come at a price - it 
means acknowledging a per¬ 
son’s right to say something 
even if their words go against 
every value you have. 

There are already laws in 
place to deal with incitement 
to racial hatred or violence. 

If these are applied 
properly we don’t need to 
add over sensitivity and 
being a wimp to the list. 

■ Just to be clear, I don’t 
claim to have answers for 
the things that I bring up in 
this column. The intention is 
to spotlight issues that we 
may all be wrestling with 
and, hopefully, encourage 
others to engage and 
form opinions of their own 
towards possibly finding 
some solutions. 

Part of that engagement 
comes from readers writing 
in to the paper and I am 
grateful for that, whatever 
your opinions may be. 

So keep those letters 
coming and make an old 
journo very happy.

Surface tension 
over road in 
Benfleet 

THERE is an ongoing serious 
problem relating to the 
“resurfacing” of Uplands Road, 
Benfleet. 

About three months ago, 
work began on much overdue 
repairs to the potholed Uplands 
Road. It began with the remov¬ 
al of the existing “tarmac” 
surface followed by extensive 
removal and replacement of 
many defective sections of the 
concrete below the surface. 

This went on for an inordin¬ 
ate period of time causing ser¬ 
ious inconvenience to residents 
in the locality, but particularly 
to those living in Uplands 
Road, Uplands Close, High 
Beeches and Shorefields. 

This inconvenience was 
exacerbated when residents 
were subjected to the road 
closure for two days while 
resurfacing took place.

Apart from the inconvenience 
caused to residents, there must 
now be a huge “hole” in the 
funding for Essex’s “potholes”. 

I would like to ask Essex 
County Council, how much was 
budgeted for the original repairs 
and what is the likely cost now? 

There must be questions asked 
about the technical supervision 
and quality control during the 
first attempt and indeed how 
much supervision is now going 
into the latest repairs?

Bell Junction 
plan on agenda 



CHALLENGE: The Bell Junction in Southend 


MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to upgrade The Bell junc¬ 
tion in Southend are to come a 
step closer with councillors set 
to move work forward on two 
possible layouts. 

Cabinet members were due to 
discuss the project at a meeting 
on Tuesday, November 6. 

They were to review a report 
by senior highways officers 
recommending that further 
work is carried out on two pos¬ 
sible new layouts for the junc¬ 
tion of the A127 with Rochford 
Road and Hobleythick Lane. 

Both require the removal of 
the existing footbridge and 
were among the options put to 
a public consultation. 

Options two and three include 
accommodating an extended 
right-turn lane from the A127 
onto Hobleythick Lane and 
a left-turn slip road from the 
A127 onto Rochford Road. 

A council report says option 
three would cost an extra 
£2.14million with a new 
footbridge but the council has 
begun a process of seeking 
this extra funding from Local 
Growth Fund 3B. 

The first option, not 
recommended for progression 
by council officers, proposed 
to retain the footbridge and 
stop traffic turning right from 


the A127 onto Rochford Road. 

The council’s deputy chief 
executive for place, Andy 
Lewis, said the preferred 
design in the consultation 
paper was option two though 
work on both options is set 
to be progressed following the 
cabinet meeting. 

He said: “The substantial dif¬ 
ference between options two 
and three is the widening of 
Hobleythick Lane and putting 
in a more formal crossing at the 
top end by the Shell junction. 

“The challenge around that 
is there are a lot of fibreoptic 
cables that run through there 
and it’s the availability of the 
land. 

“The real issue is whether we 


can achieve the benefit without 
the huge disruption moving the 
cables would entail and the 
knock-on impact it would take 
on the end time frame.” 

Annual mean levels of nitro¬ 
gen dioxide on Prince Avenue, 
at the junction, breached legal 
limits over the last four years. 

Council leader John Lamb 
added: “It’s making sure we 
can free flow the traffic, get it 
moving and help with our air 
quality as well.” 

The council has estimated 
£5m costs for the Bell junction 
work, with £4.3m sought from 
the Local Growth Fund via the 
South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership and the rest from 
the council’s budget.

before his death. Britten has been 
auditioning boys nearby for his 
opera Death in Venice, and arrives 
unexpectedly - their first meeting in 25 
years after falling out over the failure of 
their opera Paul Bunyan. 

The Yellow Advertiser spoke to 
Matthew as he prepared to embark 
on the home stretch of the show’s tour. 

Matthew, who took the role without 
hesitation, was running short of 
superlatives to praise Bennett. 

“Bennett is just so intellectually 
honest,” he professed. “A man who in 
my mind can do no wrong. 

“The Habit of Art gives voice to the 
people who are supporting great men 
but never feature in their biographies. 
In this play they will finally get a voice." 

Matthew, whose West End credits 
include Waiting For Godot with Sir Ian 
McKellan, says playing Fitz and in turn 
Auden is one of the most interesting 
roles he has taken on. 

“Auden was fascinated by people," 
he explained. “He was a fantastically 
accessible poet, but he was highly 
critical of his own work." 

Auden would often revisit and 
change old pieces of work when he felt 
he could no longer endorse particular 
sentiments, Matthew added. 

Matthew has relished the 
opportunity to explore such a unique 
and complex individual, and even more 
so his relationship with Britten. In some 
ways the two men are as different as 
two people can be and it’s their unlikely 
relationship which drive the play. 

“Britten is very closeted and uptight,” 
he said. “The cruelty of the two of them 
together is just phenomenal, in the way 
only best friends can do." 

Matthew is keen for people to get 
away from their TVs and see the show. 

“It’s a very good company and I 
adore them," he gushed. “I think if the 
spirit of the show is great then the 
audience will feel it. That’s what I love 
about theatre. There is a special feeling 
when people sit in the dark together all 
laughing and being moved together."

D ESPERATE times demand resourceful 
women in Widows, a glossy heist thriller 
based on the 1980s TV series created by 
Lynda LaPlante.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House

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Hyundai and Kia set to go solar 



GREENER FUTURE: Solar panels are to be fitted to car roofs to provide extra energy

KOREAN car makers Hyundai and 
Kia are to use power from the sun to 
boost the performance of their models. 

After next year, solar panels will be 
fitted to the roofs of certain vehicles 
from the two brands to provide extra 
energy. 

The sister companies are working 
on three sets of technology to use 
the panels on conventionally engined 
vehicles as well as on hybrids and pure 
electric cars. 

The first-generation system, which 
will be applied to hybrid models, is 
created out of a structure of silicon 
solar panels that are integrated into a 
standard car roof. 

This system is capable of charging 
30 to 60 per cent of the battery over 
the course of a normal day, depending 
on weather conditions and other 
environmental factors. 

The second-generation semi¬ 
transparent solar roof will be applied 
to regular combustion vehicles, 
representing a world-first application 
for the technology. 

The semi-transparent technologies 
can be integrated with a panoramic 


sunroof, letting light through into the 
cabin, whilst charging the vehicle’s 
battery at the same time. 

Applying solar charging systems to 


ICE vehicles will help them comply 
with ever more stringent global 
environmental laws regulating C02 
emissions. 


The third-generation system, is 
currently undergoing testing and is 
designed to be applied to the bonnet 
and roof of eco-friendly battery 


electric vehicle models in order to 
maximise energy output. 

“In the future, we expect to see 
many different types of electricity¬ 
generating technologies integrated 
into our vehicles,” said Jeong-Gil 
Park, executive vice-president of the 
engineering and design division of 
Hyundai Motor Group. 

“The solar roof is the first of these 
technologies, and will mean that 
automobiles no longer passively 
consume energy, but will begin to 
produce it actively. It is an exciting 
development for us, designing a 
technology for vehicle owners to help 
them shift from being energy users to 
being energy producers.” 

The solar charging system is 
composed of a solar panel, a controller 
and a battery. 

As the panel absorbs photons of light 
from the sun, it creates electron-hole 
pairs in silicon cells, enabling current 
to flow and generating electricity. 

When a 100W solar panel is 
equipped, it can produce up to 100 
Wh of energy in ideal conditions. The 
power is converted and stored in the 
battery, or utilised to decrease load 
on the vehicle’s alternating current 
generator, increasing vehicle range.

West Ham United 4-2 Burnley 

WEST Ham United returned to 
winning ways after seeing off a 
dogged Burnley side in an enter¬ 
taining Premier League encounter. 

The Hammers hadn’t won in four 
previous matches, although recent 
performances suggested they had 
deserved a little more for their toil. 

Nevertheless, despite the visitors 
heading into the match off the back 
of two heavy defeats, Hammers 
boss, Manuel Pellegrini, insisted 
Burnley would offer his side a stiff 
test, explaining: “I have enough 
things to work out with my team to 
beat Burnley to worry about what 
Burnley have to do to beat us.” 

Pellegrini’s preparations were 
boosted by the return of Marko 
Arnautovic after missing the 
Hammers’ previous two outings 
due to illness. 


Ashley Westwood and Ben Mee 
provided a robust introduction for 
the home side as Arnautovic and 
Pedro Obiang were on the receiving 
end of ungamely challenges. 

But when James Tarkowski 
attempted to find Joe Hart with a 
horrendous back pass, Arnautovic 
took full advantage, slotting low 
beyond the former England keeper. 

West Ham looked in the mood. 
Hart denied Arnautovic a second 
following an interchange of passes 
with Felipe Anderson, while Grady 
Diangana almost seized on another 
nervous moment from Tarkowski. 

Mee somehow acrobatically nod¬ 
ded Anderson’s goalbound strike 
off the line, while Diangana again 
provided a constant threat as the 
traffic continued to follow one way. 

But with a second goal not forth¬ 
coming, Burnley snatched their 
chance. Johann Berg Gudmundsson 
prodded past Lukasz Fabianski after 
Steven Defour had picked him out. 

Hart expertly saved from Robert 
Snodgrass and Arnautovic, while 
Mee snubbed out substitute Javier 


Hernandez as West Ham continued 
on the front foot after the interval. 

But Burnley couldn’t hang on for¬ 
ever. Diangana released Anderson 
and the Brazilian playmaker slotted 
through the advancing Hart’s legs. 

But once again, the Hammers’ 
defensive weakness returned to 
haunt them. Substitute Chris Wood 
rose unchallenged to head home 
Robbie Brady’s flag-kick, leaving 
the east Londoners bemused. 

However, the Hammers were 
determined to end their recent diffi¬ 
cult run. Anderson’s effort deflected 
off Mee, wrong-footing Hart as they 
took the lead for the third time. 

Wood clipped the bar, while Hart 
saved from Anderson as the sides 
continued to slug it out. But in 
stoppage time West Ham put the 
outcome beyond doubt. Hernandez 
supplied an emphatic finish after 
Michail Antonio played him in. 

After the game, Pellegrini was 
unsure as to whether his side 
had produced their best Premier 
League performance since moving 
to the London Stadium. 


“I think against Manchester 
United it was also good. Tottenham, 
Chelsea, we finished the game with 
a feeling that we played better. 

“Today we played 45 minutes at a 
high level, should have scored two 
at least, then they level in the last 
minute. I spoke with the players that 
we cannot just think about the goal 
we conceded, we have to continue 
to play well in the second half. 

“I feel that the players trust in 
what we are doing.” 

Pellegrini spoke positively 
about his side’s resilience, adding: 
“When you score four goals and 
have at least four more clear chan¬ 
ces, I think that we are playing in 
the correct way.” 

Burnley chief, Sean Dyche, added: 
“It was certainly a ding-dong of a 
game, that’s for sure. Good for the 
neutral, not so good when you’re on 
the wrong side of it.”
